A candidate, in whose case a certificate of eligibility is necessary, may be 
admitted to an examination or interview conducted by the Commission or other 
recruiting authority and may also be provisionally appointed, subject to the 
necessary certificate being granted in his favour by the Government”;

“(a) The dished end plates of boilers shall preferably be in one piece 
made from one-rolled plate. If this is impracticable owing to the 
large diameter, the dished and plate may be made from two plates 
fusion butt welded together and in such cases the requirements 
of stress relieving and radiographic examination as provided for 
in Regulation 113 shall apply and the line of weld shall be paral- 
lel to the horizontal axis of the boiler. 

The inside radius to which a plate is dished shall not be greater than 
the external diameter of the shell to which it is attached, except in 
the case of Lancashire and Cornish boilers when the radius shall 
not exceed li times the diameter of the shell”.

G.S.R. 75*. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 47 of Indian Railways Act 1890 (9 of 1890) read with the Notification of the Government 
of India in the late Department of Commerce and Industry No. 801, dated the 24th March, 1905, the Railway Board hereby make the following rules to 
amend the Railway Red Tariff Rules, 1960, published as Notification No. GSR 1037 in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (1) 
No. 107 dated the 5th September, i960 namely : — 

1. These Rules may be called the Railways Red Tariff (Amendment) Rules, 1961.
